GUILTY: Stephen Port

VICTIMS’ families cheered as a ser¬ 
ial killer was sentenced to life in 
prison at the Old Bailey for murder¬ 
ing four men and committing a string 
of sexual offences. 

Stephen Port, 41, of Cooke Street, 
Barking, was found guilty on 
Wednesday, November 23 of mur¬ 
dering Anthony Walgate, 23, of 
Golders Green, Gabriel Kovari, 22, 
who lived with Port at his Barking 
address, Jack Taylor, 25, of 
Dagenham and Daniel Whitworth, 
21, of Gravesend, by poisoning them 


with lethal doses of GHB, a medical 
anaesthetic which can induce mild 
euphoria. 

A jury also found him guilty of 
four counts of rape, six counts of 
giving a substance with intent to 
render a person unconscious and 
facilitate sexual activity and four 
counts of assault by penetration in 
relation to seven other victims. 

Jonathan Rees, lead prosecutor, 
began the sentencing hearing by 
reading excerpts of statements from 
families of the deceased. Mr Rees 
praised the family of Jack Taylor, 
who attended every day of the trial, 
calling them “a model of dignity”. 


The court heard Port met his vic¬ 
tims, some of them described as 
“acutely vulnerable”, on gay dating 
sites and lured them back to his flat 
before poisoning them with lethal 
doses of GHB. 

In one instance, Port filmed him¬ 
self having sex with his uncon¬ 
scious victim then showed him the 
video the morning after. 

He disposed of three of his victims 
by taking their bodies to Barking 
Abbey churchyard, placing GHB in 
their clothing to make it look like 
their deaths were self-inflicted. 

Mr Justice Openshaw concluded 
by describing Port as a “highly dan¬ 


gerous individual” who committed 
murder to “satisfy his lust”. 

The judge accepted the defence’s 
mitigating plea that Port did not 
intend to murder his victims, but to 
render them unconscious so he 
could have sex with them, but said 
that Port “must’ve seen there was a 
high risk of death” by administer¬ 
ing the substance after the death of 
his first victim Mr Walgate. 

He addressed the way in which 
Port dumped his victims’ bodies in 
Barking Abbey churchyard, saying: 
“The victims were robbed of their 
dignity in the way they were dis¬ 
posed of.” • See page 3 


Bum wrap as drug dealer gets jail term 


A BARKING man has been jailed for 
five years after he was found to be 
concealing 25 wraps of class A drugs 
in his bottom. 

Vincent Ojo, 26, of North Street, was 
arrested after officers from Operation 
Raptor stopped the Audi hire car in 
which he was travelling in Beresford 
Road, Southend, on March 7. 

Operation Raptor teams have been 
created in the north, south and west 
policing areas in Essex to detect and 
disrupt gangs who travel to the county 
to deal drugs and cause violence. 

Officers suspected Ojo to be con¬ 
cealing drugs and took him into cus¬ 
tody where he was searched. 


He refused an x-ray and ultrasound 
but later admitted concealing the drugs 
and passed a package containing 18 
wraps of heroin and seven of cocaine. 

Ojo was charged with one count of 
possession with intent to supply 
cocaine and one count of possession 
with intent to supply heroin. 

He pleaded guilty to both offences 
and was sentenced at Basildon Crown 
Court on November 25 to five years’ 
imprisonment for each offence to run 
concurrently. 

An order was also made for the drugs 
to be destroyed and cash relating to his 
drug dealing activities to be seized 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 


PC Ian Patterson, from Operation 
Raptor South, said: “Vincent Ojo 
thought he could come to Essex to deal 
drugs, but was stopped in his tracks 
after officers stopped the car in which 
he was a passenger and suspected he 
may have something to hide. 

“Ojo refused medical intervention 
but eventually admitted concealing the 
drugs and pleaded guilty to the 
offences at court. He will now serve a 
lengthy prison sentence.”

Serial killer prompts 
police ‘web* warning 


POLICE and LGBT charities have 
warned people acros East London 
to be careful about who they meet 
via dating websites and phone apps, 
following the conviction of serial 
killer Stephen Port. 

Port, 41, of Cooke Street, 
Barking, was jailed on Friday for 
the drugging, sexually abusing and 
killing of four men, then dumping 
their bodies. 

Police have directed people to 
advice offered by LGBT charity 
Galop, which states: “People can 
lie. People may not be who they say 
there are and you won't know for 
sure until you meet them. Chat as 


much as you can to someone before 
meeting. Find out as much as you 
can. If they are reluctant to give any 
info, think carefully about them.” 

Commander Cundy said: 
“Throughout this case we have 
worked very closely with the 
LGBT community and liaised with 
key representatives, including the 
LGBT Independent Advisory 
Group, to take their advice and 
guidance. 

“We have held community meet¬ 
ings and worked alongside organi¬ 
sations such as anti-violence chari¬ 
ty Galop to issue safety advice for 
those who use online dating sites 


and apps, or are affected by the 
issues raised.” 

Police said they believed Port 
may have abused more men. They 
urged anybody with information to 
call in 'the strictest confidence' by 


dialling 0208 358 0400, or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555111. Alternatively, they 
can contact Galop by dialling 0207 
704 2040 or visiting 

www.galop.org.uk.

IPCC probes Met investigation of Stephen Port

SEVENTEEN Met Police officers 
are under investigation over their 
handling of four murders commit¬ 
ted by serial killer Stephen Port. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
confirmed last week that it is prob¬ 
ing 'concerns regarding the initial 
investigations into the men's 
deaths'. 

Commander Stuart Cundy said 
the Met Police had written to apolo¬ 
gise to the families of all four vic¬ 
tims, admitting: “The trial did iden¬ 
tify potentially missed opportuni¬ 
ties to catch Port sooner.” 


Seven officers are under investi¬ 
gation for alleged gross misconduct 
and 10 more for misconduct. 

Campaigners have questioned 
why police did not connect the 
deaths sooner. All four victims had 
links to Port and showed signs of 
having been dragged to where they 
were discovered. Port was later 
convicted of perverting the course 
of justice by lying to police about 
his dealings with Walgate. He was 
jailed for eight months - but was 
not prosecuted over the death itself. 

Gay rights campaigner Peter 
Tatchell said 'failures' by investiga¬ 


tors were 'astonishing', adding: 
“The police let Stephen Port slip 
through their fingers.” 

IPCC commissioner Cindy Butts 
said: “It is important we establish 
whether the police response to the 
deaths of all four men was thorough 
and appropriate in the circum¬ 
stances, including whether discrim¬ 
ination played any part in the 
actions and decisions.” 

Commander Stuart Cundy said 
officers had been provided with 
new guidance.

The shopkeeper discovered them and pushed 
them out of the shop. 

An altercation developed which left the shop¬ 
keeper with a cut to his shin.

He was wearing a dark blue top, dark blue 
trousers and trainers. Suspect two is a black 
teenager of medium build and 5ft 6in. He was 
wearing a dark top, blue jeans, a belt with a sil¬ 
ver square buckle and dark trainers. 

Suspect three is a black teenager of medium 
build and 5 ft 2ins. He was wearing a blue coat 
with white buttons over a grey long-sleeved top, 
grey tracksuit trousers, trainers and grey and 
black gloves.
